SIMPLON TUNNEL STOPS. 


Hot Springs Prove an Insurmoun- 


, table Difficulty. 
There is no improvement in the 
situation at the Simplon tunnel 
works in Switzerland, where work 
has been brought to a standstill by a 
spring of boiling water, just as the 
project seemed on the threshold of 
syccess. 
The engineers entered the tunnel to 
endeavor to make an examination of 
the conditions which threatened the 
whole enterprise with disaster, They 
were unable to reach the spring ow- 
ing to a temperature of 131 degrees 
Fahrenheit, The canals and pipes 
conveying the hot water outside the} 
tunnel are now insufficient, as 800 to 
400 gallons per second continue to 
flow, which far exceeds the estimate, 
The present machinery for pumping 
cool air into the heart of the tunnel 
in order to reduce the temperature 
is also inadequate, and the whole of 
it will have to be replaced at great 


cost aml loss of time. 
It will take at least three months 
more to pierce the remaining 200 


yards of the tunnel under the present 
conditions, but it is feared that in 
the middle of the mountain, which | 
has nearly been reached, there exists 
uo molten mass, signs of which are 
already evident, The obstacle may 
perhaps prove insurmountable, as the

Way of Cooking Rice,.—Fry  well- 
boiled and cooled rice in a little 
fresh butter, with a sprinkling of 


grated nutmeg, and pepper and salt 
to taste; when quite hot in the pan 
add the whites of some hard-boiled 
eggs chopped fine, and also a dried 
haddock, boiled and shredded, first 
removing the skin; mix well, pile up 
into a cone om a hot dish, and de- 
corate the top of it with the yellows 
of the eggs rubbed through a wire 
sieve and mixed with a little grated 
cheese; garnish with fried croutons 
round the base; stand the dish in the 
oven for five minutes to make quite 
hot, and to give a slight golden tint, 
and serve immediately. The lllus- 
trated London News suggests still 
another appetizing method of cook- 
ng rice. This begins with boiling 
the rice with onions, then frying it 
in flat or cork-shaped portions, and 
serving with a brown sauce poured 
around them. Or the rice can be 
mixed with beaten eggs, salt and 
pepper to taste, and a pinch of mace 
and saffron and finished in the oven. 
Rollemups—These little spicy rolls of 
fish are a German conceit and very 


tempting, particularly when served 
for breakfast with French fried po- 
tatoes and crisp radishes, To pre- 


pare, select plump salt Holland her- 
ring; remove the backbone and di- 
vide lengthwise into fillers and soak 
for six hours in cold water; drain 
and on each piece lay three pepper- 
corns, a tiny piece of a bay leaf, a 
bit of lemon peel, two or three 
cloves and half a teaspoonful of 
eliopped onion; roll ‘up, tio with 
thread, or fasten with tiny skewers 
and place in a crock; heat sufficient 
vinegar to cover the fish and pour 
over it, repeat this process for three 
mornings, when the rollemups will be 
ready to serve, If the vinegar is 
very sliarp dilute with water to the 
amount of a third, 

Cooking Fruit in the Oven.— 
Many fruits are richer and better for 
being cooked in the oven, instead of 
stewed on top of the stove. ‘This is 
especially the case with apricots, 
priines and applés. All fruit cooked 
in the oven should be closely covered 
to prevent its browning. It should 
be cooked» slowly, care being taken 
that it does not dry on the dish. 
This will not happen if it is well 
covered with water at first and taken 


from the oven when the water and 
sugar have boiled down to a rich 
jelly. In most cases the fruit should 


be cooked about half a day, or for 
several hours, A stoneware pipkin 
or a heavy earthen pudding dish, cov- 
ered with a plate, is the best thing 
to cook fruit in. Prunes, if cooked 
in this way, should be sprinkled with 
fine shavings from the yellow rind of 
an orange. ‘They ‘‘dry down" easily 
and therefore should be tightly cov- 
ered and cooked slowly. Apricots 
should be cooked a long time. After 
the sugar is added take off the cover 
and Jet the fruit wlaze a lttle but 
not harden,

“More ivory is sokl each year in 
London,”’ said Mr, Hales, the largest 


ivory broker in the metropolis, 
“than would be produced if all the 
elephants in the world were killed. 

“The ivory supply comes from the 
Vast stores, laid up for generations 
by the native chiefs. They know 
where the elephants’ cemeteries are, 
for there animals go to a certain 
spot to die, This is how ivory is 
obtained . 

“When the chiefs want a little 
money or other necessaries, they 
bartet a portion of _ their stock, 
Ivory to them is what gilt-edges se- 
curities are to English people.” 

Mr, Hales pointed out the result of 
the tax which was placed on the im- 
portation of ivory into Fngland. 

“Tt was imposed,’’ he said, ‘‘with 
the idea of stopping the slaughter of 


elephants, but such q thing is 60 
rare that it did not need any such 
restriction, As a result of the tax 


ivory leaves, Africa and Egypt by the 
Congo and goes to Antwerp. 

“In 1887 Antwerp did not sell a 
ton of ivory, Last year it sold 355 


tons, against London's 205, In 1887 
London's sales amounted to 830 
tons, 


“Besides olephant tusks, the teeth 
of seahorses, Walrus tusks, and boars 
tusks are used for ivory. 

“The market price of elephant 
tusk ivory ranges from £15 to £90

Further proclamations of the same

they were renewed, and definite steps 
takon to enforce obedience. All per- 
sons of livelihood and means, uncon- 
nected with public offices, were order- 
ed, within forty days from the date}

The Vermont Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion has prepared a set of rules 
which are recommended to its mem- 
ber The rules are intended as a 
guide in the care of the stable, cows, 
milking and utensils as follows : 
1. Stables should be well ventilat- 
ed, lighted and drained; should have | 
tight floors, walls, and be plainly | 
constructed, 

2. No musty or dirty litter, no, 
Strong smelling material, and no 
manure should remain in the stable 
longer than is absolutely necessary. 

8. Whitewash the stable once or 
twice a year. Would recommend us- 
ing land plaster in manure gutters 
daily.

MILK SECRETION. 


Probably there is no cause which 
does more to lessen the secretion of 
milk than the failure to milk cows 
quite dry. Any milk left in the ud- — 
der acts as a direct check to the sec- _ 
retion of a further supply, and very 
frequently becomes so positive an ir- 
ritant of to set up some kind of in< 
flammation; hence clean milking is 
one of the first cssentials on the 
dairy farm. The usual practice — is 
to milk twice in the twenty-four 
hours, and this system is generally 


equally divided so that there is the 
same period between every two milk- 
ings. Here and there, where a cow's 
udder becomes unduly distended be- 
tween milkings a slightly increased 
flow can “be secured by more fre- 
quent milking, for it appears prob- 
ably that secretion goes on more 
rapidly during the actual process of 
milking than at any other time, and 
there is no doubt that the disten- 
sion of the udder and milk channels 


great point to remember is to milk 
at regularly recurring hours. The 
more irregularities that creep into 
the milking practice, so much the 
less will the secretion and supply be- 
come. The mere fact of milking an 
hour earlier than usual may 
make a material difference in the 
yield, as also does the actual method 
of milking.

use it. Many - farmers are hindered 
from making over their stables in 
this way, by reason of the side walls 
being constructed of stone. But holes 
can be cvt in the walls for 
windows and the walls can be furred 
out with two of the 2x4 air spaces 
spoken of on the inside, and the room 
ceiled over. One farmer, to whom 
We recommended this dhange, was 
surprised at how cheaply it was done, 
and said he had never known what 
it was to have a comfortable stable 
for his cows before. Holes can be 
chiselled through the walls from the 
outside near the ground, or at least, 
three feet down from the top, and the 
fresh air let in behind the paper fur- 
ring, to rise and come into the stable 
at the top of the room, It is neces- 
sary to have the fresh air start from 
an opening séveral feet down on the 
outside.and come into the stable at 
the top, so that it may be warmed 
by the warm air. The warm air is 
prevented from flowing out througih 
the fresh air openings because it is 
lighter and cannot sink, while the 
cold, fresh air will constantly rise 
and flow into the room through the 
warm air at the top.

FERMENTATION OF MILK. 


Thirty years ago it was supposed 
that the fermentation of milk was a 
chemical process. Just what chemi- 


lcal changes took place had, of course | 


not been explained. Pasteur rendered 
their explanation unnecessary about 
1870, when he announced his theory 
of bacterial fermentation of milk and 
backed it up by proofs.

There are two known blights which 
affect the potato in America, the 
early blight, Alternaria Solami, and 
the late blight which causes the rot, 
Phytophthera infestans. The early 
tlight causes the spotting of the 
leaves early in July, ‘These spots 
increase in size, unite and form large 
masses of diseased tissue. This 
blight does not attack the tubers and 
is not nearly as injurious as_ the 
other. If the leaves are punctured by 
beetles or from some other cause the 
disease gets a foothold easier. 

THE LATE BLIGHT 
is the one Which causes by far the 
greater loss, both by lessening the 
crop and by causing rot. According 
to Mr. W. T. Macoun, Horticulturist 
of the Central Experimental Farm, 
this disease passes the winter in the 
tubers, and in the spring when the 
vines begin to grow it starts to de 
velop, growing up through the tis 
sues cf the potato stem. During the 
latter part of July it produces on 
the undersides of the leaves myriads 
of tiny spores, which in the mass 
Have a frost-like appearance, ‘Theso 


spores make the rust stage, which is 


caused by the leaf tissues drying up 
where the spores have been feeding on 
them and causing dark brown spots. 
It is from this stage that future in- 
fection takes place, as the spores are 
carried rapidly by the wind and 
alight on the foliage, They are also 
wasticd below the surface of the 
ground and reach the young tubers, 
and in time cause the rot. The po- 
tato rot itself is a dry rot; the wet 
rot comes through decay of the tub- 
ers. It is when the tubers begin to 
form that the blight begins to ap- 
pear, his is just after the potato 
has passed the most vigorous stage, 
the stage when in a wild state it 
would be blossoming and producing 
seed, 
of the plant is weakened, which prob- 
ably makes it more subject to dis- 
ease at this time. In the province of 
Ontario potato vines usually dry up 
during the latter part of August. 
Why should they die so soon when 
they do not produce seed? If the

RAILWAY TRAVEL LY 1830. 
Thirty-one Miles in Two Hours 
Caused Dizziness., 


In 1830, when the railway was 
opened between Liverpool and Man- 
chester, the Liverpool terminus was 
at Wapping. Lime street tunnel was 
not completed until about six years 
later, says the Liverpool Post. 

At first the service consisted of 
three trains each way on weekdays 
and two on Sundays, but this was 
soon found to be insufficient. After 
Lime street station was opened there 
wero six first-class trains and six 
second class trains cach way on 
weekdays and two of each description 
on Sundays. The journey of thirty- 
one miles occupied nearly two hours, 
which led to complaints that © the 
speed was too great to be pleasant 
and caused dizziness. On the other 
hand sanguine expectations were in- 
dulged in that in course of time the 
average rate of travelling would be 
at least double the ordinary speed 
of the swiftest conveyances drawn by 
horses. It was anticipated that the

For hewing the stone alone an 
Ndinburgh mason was paid £408. 
In the beautiful cemetery at Mary- 
lobonoe is an unfinished dial whose 
shaft was from a design by Mr, Gil- 
bert, R. A. It is dedicated to the 
wife of Joseph Hatton. One well 
known man has gone so far as to 
have a beautifully carved sun clock 
erected on the marble stone which 
covers his family burying place—a 
constant reminder, truly, of the pas- 
sage of day».

Bach purchaser has his own ideas 
as to a podestal should he not wish 
to fix his clock to the house or gar- 
den wall, The multipartite dial is; 
much too elaborate an article for the 
ordinary man. It bears on its brass 
face divisions showing the difference! 
of time between the place where it is 
erected and other places on the 
globe, such as Jerusalem, Moscow, 
Cairo, Yokohama, 

In setting up a dial care has to be 
takon that it is correct as regards 
latitude. That is to say, a plate 
and gnomon set for London or Glas- 
gow would only be good on places 
twenty to thirty miles in a radius 
from these cities. 

If the shahow is noted against the 
time given on a good watch it will 
be found that that is the casiest way 
to get a sun clock fixed, When the 
incorporation of clock-makers was in- 
stituted by charter in 1631, they 
had jurisdiction not only over clocks, 
but also over sun dials, and had au- 
thority to search for and break all 
bad and unreliable dials. 

There must have been many an 
error in the years that have clapsed 
since it was first known how to cal- 
culate the flight of time by the sun, 
for we read that King Ahaz had a 
sun clock, and it was in 742 B.C.) 
that he reigned over Judah.

What is said to be the most costiy 
sun-dial ever erected was one in 
Pyramidal form, set up in the year 
1669 by order of Charles H., facing 
the banqueting house at Whitehall.

MANY MURDERED OFFICIALS. 
Record of Assassinations in the 
Russian Service. 


The price which the Russian sys- 
tem of government lias to pay in 
the lives of its officials is striking- 
ly shown by the following list, un- 
paralleled by any civilized country in 
the world.

Fall Cleaning the Orchard, 


The following Press Bulletin from 
the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph, has been issued by Prof, W, 
Lochhead :— 


Much can be said in fayor of an 
annual fall orchard cleaning, although 
many of our fruit growers are indif- 
ferent in this matter. Aside from the 
fact that there is more leisure after 
the fruit has been gathered than in 
the rush of our early spring when so 
many, odds and ends must be attended 
to, there aremany urgent and conyin- 
cing reasons why our orchards should 
be yery carefully cleaned of rubbish 
and litter during late full and early 
winter, ; 

People often wonder how it happens 
that certain insects appear in such 
alarming numbers during the summer. 
A few careful observations during the 
fall and winter will show how these 
insects pass the cold period of the 
year, The eggs masses of the tent 
caterpillars will be found encircling 
the small branches, If these bracelets 
of egys be removed whenever seen, 
much serious damage will be averted 
the following spring. The canker- 
worms pass the winter in the egg 
state, and those eggs « often to be 
seen under bits of bark, boards, and 
in crevices, ana 2 Cleaning will get vid 
of inany of these troiblesome pests, 
The grape vine -flea-beetio and the 
plum curculio pass the winter in (heir 
full grown beetle condition in shelter- 
ed spots, often near the base of the 
plank Squash-bug also winter over 

ull grown in sheltered spots, under 
oards, and in corners of ontbuildings, 
There is also a necessity fora thor- 
ugh cleaning up of the orchard for 
the purpose of destroying many of the 
fungi which remains on the gvound in 
diseased leaves and fruit. It is 
well known fact that many injurious 
fungi produce winter spores, and 
though the leaves decay, the spore do 
not. In early spring fhese will pro 
duce spores which will soon spread to 
the early leaves. The diseased fruit, 
plant, and leaves should be burned, 
not thrown on the manure pile, for 
then the spores will be able to surviye 
the winter and reproduce the dis >

Taking tho pun as the father of all 
wit and of all humor, J. Hughlings 
Jackson, M. D., I’, R. S., has writ- 
Iten to the London Lancet touching 
upon the morbid phaso of joking 

“To call punning a slightly morbid 
mental state may be taken as o small 
|joke, bit IT do not think it extrava- 
pant to call it so; it certainly is not 
if it-be a caricature of normal inen- 
tation. A miser has been defined as 
an amateur pauper, the habitual 
|drunkard is certainly an amateur 
jlunatic, ond in the same style of 
speaking we may say that punning is 
playing at belng foolish; it becomes 
morbid in at least that slender sense, 
“But I contend that the world owes 
some respect to the first punster. I’or 
a dawn of the sense of the merely ri- 
diculous, as in punning and in the 
simplest jokes, shows the same thing 
as the dawn of the esthetic feeling— 
a surplus of mind; something over 
and above that required for getting 
food and for mere animal indulgence. 
All the more so, too, is there a debt 
if punning be that out of which wit 
and humor were evolved. 

“Tt is not a good sign if a man be 
deficient in a sense of humor unless 
we heve a compensation, as Words-- 
worth had, in a sense of the sublime, 
or in great artistic feeling, or in 
imetaphysical subtlety. . > Not 
because a man has no sense of hu- 
mor, but becauso ho has not the sur- 
plus intellect which the keen sense 
of humor implies.’’ 

In all of this Dr, Jackson leaves 
the practical joker outside his diag- 
nosis, But as punning is the lowest 
form of wit in words, so tlie practi- 
cal joke, by inference, is a morbid 
expression of the lowest form of wit 
in deeds. In history, Laban played 
the first practical joke upon the pa- 
tient Jacob in the story of Genesis.

WAS IT DREAMLESS? 


Nearly everybody has heard of that 
mysterious disease beri-beri, or sleep- 
ing sickness, so prevalent on the 
West Coast of Africa. Its victims 
simply fall into a sleep, and remain 
im tliat condition for weeks—perhaps 
for months—until death claims them, 
for no remedy has yet been discover- 
ed. Is that sleep a dreamless one? 

To obtain an answer to that ques- 


_ tion, William Manley took a fearful 
an | 


risk, merely as the outcome of 
argument with a brother medico. He 
went out to the Congo, and deliber- 
ately contracted beri-heri, in order to 
put his theory to the test. To get 
the disease was easy enough—a touch 
with a syringé on his wrist did that 
—but the afterwards was awiul. His 
own devised remedy—some compound 
of salts of iron and quinine—was giv- 
en to him in huge doses, and for 
weeks his life hung on the merest 
thread. Eventually he recovered; but 
his memory had practically gone, and 
he was totally unable to tell whic- 
ther he had dreamed or not. In any 
case, the knowledge would have been 
of little or no use to medical science, 
and so he ran a terrible risk for no 
result. 


TERRIBLE TALES OF TUGS. 


' Night after nighf the lives of all 
on board many of the tug-boats in 
the Bristol Channel are risked for the 
possible chance of a five-pound note. 
There is a limit to the distance to 
which these tugs aro supposed to put 
out In search of a job; but they wait 
till nightfall, take their side and 
Head lights inboard, and creep down 
the channel in darkness, in the hope 
of stealing a march upon their com- 
petitors. When they come across a 
vessel standing off for a tug thoy 
Promptly exhibit their lights, But 
all this time they are in the direct 
track of passing shipping, and scarce- 
ly a week passes without a collis- 
sion of some sort, often ending by the 
tug being sent to the bottom ‘with 
all hands. 

So frequently were these disasters 
happening that one of the South 
Wales shipping companies sent down 
divers to inspect some of the sunken 
tugs. In every case they reported 
that the wreck had no lights out, 
and that the crew were in most cases 
below in the cabin when the disaster 
occurred. And half a dozen tugs will 
run this risk every night in the week 
on the bare chance that one of them

“Two-thirds of the national drink 
bill is incurred by the working man. 
His keenest struggles are for shorter 
}hours and better wages, but not that 
he may employ them for higher ends. 
He is often lazy, unthrifty, improvid- 
ent, sometimes immoral, foul mouth- 
ed, and untruthful. Unlike the Am- 
erican worker he has comparatively 
little aspiration or ambition. 
“Conscientiousness is a virtue con- 
jspicuous by its rarity. Those who 
jhave had close dealings with the 
British working man know he needs 
watching, or work will be badly done 
and the time employed upon it will 
be as long as the can get paid for. 
It is as Ruskin puts it, that joy in 
labor has ceased under the sun. 
“The worker does not work for the 
work's sake, but for the pay’s sake, 
and his principal aim is to work as 
little as possible and get as much as 
possible both in money and leisure. 
Such a working man’s Sunday, there- 
fore, is exactly what we should  ex- 
pect, a day of idle self-indulgence on 
drunken rowdyism.’’ 
Mr. Campbell goes on to say that 
his remarks are not intended to ap- 
ply to the working man as a whole, 
though he holds they are applicable 
to the majority.

HOW THIBETANS MAKE TEA. 
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The Native Method Is Not An 
Appetizing One. 

Tea forms one of the principal ar-} 
ticles of commerce throughout Thibet 
and Mongolia. The native is miser- 
able without it, and when it cannot 
be obtained is willing to cheat him- 
self by various expedients, such as 
boiling dried onion heads, herbs, or 
even an infusion of chips of wood in 
,water, in order that he may not be 
without at least a suggestion of his 
favorite beverage. The tea imported 
from China is pressed into small ob- 
Nlong-shaped bricks, made up into 
cases of nine bricks, securely -sewed 
in a rawhide, and not only is used 
as a beverage, but, in fact, forms a 
|} Staple of currency as negotiable as 
| the Bank of England notes or Amer- 
ican currency. 

The native method of preparing 
this delicacy is not appetizing. The 
tea is first ground ta a fine powder 
by vigorously poundi#ig it in a mor- 
tar until no splints of wood or other 
impurities are visible to the eye; it 
is then put inio the kettle when the 
water is hot, to boil ten or fifteen 
minutes. By way of giving  in- 
creased flavor, salt or soda is add- 
ed, and, this part of the operation 
being completed, the all important 
business of drinking begins

SCIENTIFIC TRIUMPH. — 

.The recent discovery of eucaine, a 
powerful anaesthetic, is looked upon 
as another scientific triumph. It 
will make possible operations which 
might not otherwise take place ow- 
ing to heart weakness, for the pa- 
tient remains conscious during its 
use, although, of course, those parts 
of the body to which it is applied 
are insensible to pain, It will also 
give the surgeon moro timo for his 
work, and do away with certain peo- 
ple’s conscientious objections to 
anaesthetics. 

Although it can be used for  am- 
putations, it will probably be most 
useful for treatment of the thyroid 
glands. Tn such operations the use 
of chloroform is often impracticable, 

Wucaine in injected by a hypoder- 
mic needla under the skin at the 
place where the incision is to be 
made. After a few moments the 
skin may be cut without the patient 
fecling anything. As different and 
deoper parts are exposed, the drug is 
dropped at intervals of a few min- 
utes. . 

To the observer the operation ap- 
pears similar to those of the days 
before chloroform, as the patient is 
conscious, and now and again makes 
some remark. The eyes are covered 
with o cloth to minimise nervousness 
and the patient is strapped to the 
operating-table to prevent involun- 
tary movements.

According to a report of the Swiss 
| consul-general in Yokohama,

The same is true of northern 
China, with its rich, resources in 
minerals, particularly coal, I was 
often surprised on my trips through 
Manchuria and Siberia to find the 
facility with which the Chinese take 
to trade and manufacturing,  par- 
ticularly when the policy pursued by 
those in charge was such as to en- 
courage efforts. 

Splendid results await anyone who 
will give the material furnishod and 
to be furnished by China good lead- 
ership. The Chinaman is the very 
best kind of a colonist. All he asks 
is to be let alone. He overcomes 
every lingual difficulty; he is a splen- 
did worker, retail merchant, ‘hand 
worker, or servant; and he is na- 
turally honest. The large commerci- 
al cities, Colombo, Singapore, Siam, 
Saigon, Haifong, Hongkong, Shang- 
hai, Kiau-chau, are striking examples 
of what the peace-loving Chinese can 
accomplish, 

Here in the Mast trade would be 
impossible but for the Chinese. Even 
in Japan the Chinese have made 
themselves indispensable. What is 
true of the English, French, and Ger- 
man spheres of influence in the Mast 
is just as true of the regions presided 
over by Russia. The life of Port Ar- 
thur, Dalny, Nicolajewsk, Vladivos- 
tok, Harbin, Chaborowsk, and Blago- 
vestchensk depends.upon the activity 
of the Chinese inhabitants, The final 
result will, however, depend upon the 
type of men who assume the lead 
when peace is again restored. More 
merchants will want to come here 


from the West. The efforts of the 
great powers to secure a place fer 
their agents in the East is easy to 


understand. Progress and prosper- 
ity will go along faster under’ the 
aegis of the West than they ever 


would were the initiative efforts left

A Disease in England Traced to 
Osculation. 


A new danger ‘has been added to 
the many which medical men assert 
surround tho ‘habit of kissing accord- 
ing to Dencer Whittles, a lecturer on 
dental histology and pathology at 
Birmingham University, the craweraw 
disease, Common on the west coast of

‘should be resorted to. 


If poultry house is old and contains 
many crevices, all the nests, roosts 
and other fixtures should be removed 
from it, and the walls and ceiling 
covered with heavy building paper 
and limewash. The latter should be 
applied hot and fairly liquid, so as 
to enter every crevice in the build- 
ing. Its quality will be improved 
by adding to every gallom of the 
wash one quarter pound of soft soap 
previously dissolved in boiling wa- 
ter, also a sinall quantity of salt. 
The material taken from the house 
should be burned, gnd new roosting 
quarters and inside fittings put in. 
These fittings should be simple in 
construction and easily removable so 
that the vermin can be destroyed. 

Before the fowls return to the 
house they should be thoroughly 
dusted with insect powder or gul- 
phur, By dusting each fowl over a 
box or paper, the powder can be 
well rubbed among the quills ef the 
feathers, and the excess will not be 
wasted. The coal’ tar treatment for 
the destruction of the gape worm 
can be eflectively used to rid fowls 
of vermin. The fowls are placed in 
a barrel, the inside of which is coat- 
ed with a mixture of coal tar and 
coal oil of the consistency of paint, 
and the top of the barrel is covered. 
The lice are overcome by the coal 
tar fumes and fall to the bottom of 
the barrel. A paper should be plac- 
ed to catch the vermin when they 
fall, so that they may be destroyed,

requires cleaning and limewashing 
twice a year. ‘The roosts should be 
removed and treated with coal tar 
or kerosene every week, and the nests 
frequently cleansed and new straw 
placed in\them. 

It is necessary to regularly exam- 
ine young chicks for head lice. If 
present, the lice will be found in 
the down or feathers on the chick's 
head, If not destroyed, they will 
so weaken the chick that it will die 
from loss of blood, The lice can be 
removed by smearing the chick’s 
head with grease or sweet oil to 
which a few drops of carbolic acid 
have been added. 

Scaly Leg.—This disease is quite 
prevalent in flocks of neglected 
poultry, and is due to a species of 
mite. The seales of the legs and 
feet become raised and separated, 
and a chalk-like excretion accumu- 
lates between and over them; rough 
lumpy crusts are formed, and under 
these the mites live and breed, 

The diseased legs and feet of the 
chickens should be well washed with 
a small, stiff brush, warm water and 
soap. ‘The crusts should then be re- 
moved and a mixture of equal parts 
of sulphur and lard rubbed into the 
affected parts. After three or four 
days the legs of the chickens that 
were treated should be cleansed with 
soap and warm water.

ROT IN POTATOES. 


A thoroughly satisfactory treat 
ment for checking rot in potatoes is 
yet to be found, writes Mr. B. M 
Vaughan . What has proved best 21 Es 
my experience is, first, keeping the 
storage ceHar at a temperature as 
near 35 to 38 degrees as possible; 
second, sorting the potatoes after 
they have completed their sweat in- 
case any indication of wet rot is 
shown, to prevent the rot spreading — 
from the decaying tubers to the 
sound ones. Dry rot is very rarely, 
if at all, transmitted from one po- 
tatoe to another. a 

If the potatoes are left in pits in © 
the field to sweat, prior to putting 
them in the cellar, they will usually 
show rot that may be in them when 


they are taken from the pit. Pota- 


toes which are nearly clean of dirt 
usually show more rapid spread of “ 
the wet rot than do potatoes which 
are covered with a considerable — 
coating of dry soil. Possibly the 
reason for this may be the fact that 
the dry soil is not a good medium 
for passage of the rot from one po- 
tato to another.

On the march the man carries only

are supplied with furniture made of

the army. They cook the meals for 
the soldiers, and care for the wound- 
ed, Among them are many Chinese. 
The war mail, now organized for 
the first time, renders excellent ser- 
vice. The soldier is forbidden to 
mention the regiment to which he be- 
longs or the place from which he 
starts. He can write from the field 
of battle, but without indicating the 
locality or giving the date. The mil- 
itary administration attends to the 
work of transmitting the replies.

He would doubt- 
less be astonished were he told that 
Mr. Edison has, by long odds, been 
the most prolific inventor and pat- 
entee of this or any other age, hav- 
ing filed more 
tions in America alone, for which 
over 700 patents have so far been 
granted, and more than 2,000 ap- 
plications for foreign patents in 
most of the countries of the world. 

Mr. Edison’s work as an inventor, 
too, extends over a most varied field 
and in addition to his patents 
granted in connection with the de- 
velopment of the electric lamp, the 
telephone, ore-milling machinery, 
and storage batteries. his inventions 
include vote recorders, typewriters, 
electric pens, vocal engines, address- 
ing machines, methods of preserving 
fruit, cast-iron manufacture, wire 
drawing, electric locomotives, mov- 
ing-picture machines, the making of 
plate-glass, compressed-air appara- 
tus, and many others. Among these 
numerous inventions is one which is 
particularly interesting, as it was 
evolved while Mr, Edison was ex- 
perimenting with the telephone and 
the phonograph. ‘This the inventor 
calls the phonomotor, and, though 
its usefulness is not apparent in it- 
self, it paved the way for the per- 
fecting of the phonograph. 

While engaged in his inventions 
bearing on acoustics Mr. Edison 
found that the vibrations of the hu- 
man voice were capable of develop- 
ing considerable energy, and he 
therefore constructed an instrument, 
which he first of all called a vocal 
engine and then a phonomotor, 

This interesting little machino, 
which is at present in the galvano- 
meter room of Mr. Edison’s labora- 
tory at Orange, N. J., and- which 
was shown at the Minneapolis Ex- 
position in 1890, consists of a 
mouthpiece resembling the transmit- 
ter of an ordinary telephone, and 4 
diaphragm to the center of which 
is attached a brass rod carrying a 
steel paw). This stecl pawl acts on 
a ratchet-wheel with very fine teeth, 
‘mounted on a shaft carrying a fly- 
wheel and driving a colored disc by 
means of a belt or cord. 

The vibrations of the voice in 
speaking or singing into tho instru- 
ment causo the pawl to impinge tho 
teeth of the ratchet-wheel, produc- 
ing a rapid rotation of tho fly- 
wheel and colored plate. A contin- 
uous sound gives the fly-wheof such 
momentum that considerable force is 
needed to stop it. ‘There is not the 
slightest difficulty in boring a holo 
through a board or sawing wood 
by means of this instrument, so 
that it is really within the limits 
of practicability for a man with a

No ‘reason is known for this, 
unless it is because there are no reeds 
or_rushes growing around the shores, 
as the waves in windy weather pre- 
vent vegetation from springing up. 
The African reeds and rushes are the 
natural haunt of the crotodile and 
the favorite food of the hippetrmus, 
and they cannot get thom in  Kivo.

African Inkos:to be discovered, ee

This idea is received with favor by 
the Hamburg Nachrichten and other 
Jerman newspapers.

From his writings one would not} 
rather that Maxim Gorki, the auth- 
or of ‘The Lower Depths,’’ was a 
humorist. But a short time ago, 
asked by his publisher to write his 
own biography, Gorki sent in the 
following account of his career: ‘‘In 
shoe-| 
maker; 1879, I was apprenticed to a 
designer; 1880, scullion on board a 
packet-boat; 1883, I worked for a 
baker; 1884, I became a porter; 1885 
baker; 1886, chorister in a troupe 
of strolling opera players; 1887, I 
sold apples in the streets; 1888, I 
attempted to commit suicide; 1890, 
copyist in a lawyer's affice; 1891, I 
crossed Russia on foot; 1892, I was 
a laborer in the wotkshops of a 
railway. In the same year I publish- 
ed my first story.’ A concise of a 
variegated career, at any rate!
